Yours 
bath, tis true, all the Signs of Health one cart 
defire ; and if we may gueſs at the Fruit that is 
to be expected from its r iper Semſont by the-Bloſ- 
ſoms it puts forth in its Spring, your Friends have 
a great deal to Hope; and little to Fear for you. 
Yet this ought not to tempt you to Negligence, 
or Supineneſs : It ſhould the rather encourage 
your Induſtry in continuing to cultivate it ; that 
it may Grow, and Spread, and Flouriſh, and 
become, in Time, not only an Ornament to 
Sur Self, but a Shelter to Others. 


N ow there are Two Ways only by which we 
can Pretend to Advance Ourſelves in general 
Knowledge, namely, by STuDy and Co N- 
VERSATION. When we joyn Both Theſe 
together, we- give the laſt Perfection to our 
Judgment But if we truſt to Either of Them 
ſingly, we are ſure to be Miſled. They who 
lire ſhut up in their Cloſets, and ſecluded from 
the Commerce of Mankind, can hive but very 
narrow and oontracted Views of Things. They 
will be apt upon all -Occafions, from probable 
Suggeſtions, to make Univerſal Concluſions; and 
Fond of the Schemes they had erected in their 


own 
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own Heads, get an Habit of Po/itiveneſs, Mo- 
roſeneſs, and Self-ſufficiency. On the other Side, 
when We give up all our Time to Company, We 
grow, by Degrees, as it were Strangers to our 
own Thoughts ; Change our Opinion as we do 
our Acquaintance; and, Governed leſs by Principle 
than Example, frequently Sacrifice Virtue and 
good Senſe to Complacency and Faſhion, It is ne- 
ceſſary now and then to Retire, that we may Re- 
cruit our Minds by Books ; and it is as uſeful 
ſometimes to mingle in Society, to Exerciſe them 
by Diſcourſe. But if We Over-charge them with 
the Firſt, We ſhall abound with Cruatties : If 
Weare conſtantly engaged in the Latter, We muſt 
be ſoon Exhauſted. The Want of Diſcretion in 
This Point, is the Cauſe we meet with ſo many 
SCHOLARS who are PEDANTS, and ſo 
many ME N of FOR TUNE who are BLoCK- 
HEADS. 


B UT Reflexions at large have ſeldom any 
other Effect than to Amuſe. We mult make 
our Applications Directly, when we intend they 
ſhould take Place. I ſhall therefore lay out the 
reſt of my Thoughts on this Subject with regard 
to Tour particular Circumſtances and Genius, I 


ſhall conſider you as 4 young Gentleman, who 
have 
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have no Deſign to devote your ſelf either to 
LETTERS, or BUSINESS, as your Profeſſi- 
on; but who would indulge your Taffe for the 
One by Reading, and improve your Talent for 
the Other by Obſervation ; who would not be 
altogether an idle Dreamer in the Philoſophical, 
nor areſtleſs Adventurer in the Ambitions World: 
One who, upon the whole, prefer good Senſe to 
Learning, Prudence to Politicks, Azreeableneſs 
to Popularity. This is the Idea T have form'd of 
YOU; and according to This Plan I ſhall Pro- 
poſe the Materials that ſeem to me the moſt Pro- 
per for your Purpoſe. - 


T O begin then with the Firſt Article, That 
of STUDY. The Books I would recom- 
mend to your Peruſal, as moſt ſubſervient to the 
Ends above-mentioned,are of the following Kind: :

But THESE UNBELIEVERS have, 
for the moſt Part, been found to be Men of light 
Minds, and profligate Manners. The Vanity of 
the IDo £ ſhould not make us Renounce the 
DEI Tv. And ſuppoling even that the Being 
of a PROVIDENCE were a Thing in doubt, 
on whatever fide of the Queſlion the Truth may 
lie, the Importance of it is ſuch, that we ought, 
at leaſt, to allow it a fair Enquiry.

_ quently at the Diſcourſes of the Greateſt Ma- 

ſters. We want not in our own Nation many 
Noble Orators, who have Triumphed at the Bar, 
in the Senate, and the Pulpit. I need not tell 
you who are looked upon as the Ornaments of 
the Two Firſt. But You having been, perhaps, 
leſs inquiſitive after thaſe who have gained the 
moſt Applauſe in the Laſt, I ſhall give you a 
Liſt of ſome Few (among many more that might 
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be named) who tho* they are not all Living, 
their Works will never Die ; vis. Archbiſhop 
TILLOTSON, Sir WILLIAM DAWES 
the preſent Illuſtrious Archbiſhop of York, the 
Learned and Excellent Biſhop S MA LRIDG E, 
the late Biſhop SPRAT, Mr. YOUNG, Dr. 
BRADY, Biſhop BURNETT, Dr. SCOTT 
Biſhop ATT ERBURY, and Dr. CRADOCH, 
(ſee his incomparable Sermon on Providence, 
preached before King CHARLES II.) If you 
would go farther, and deſire to know what were 
the mighty Talents that made CI CE RO and 
DEMOSTHENES fo Powerful in their 


own Countries, and ſo Admired in all others, 


Read the Compariſons of the Judicious R AP TN, 
and his Treatiſe of Eloquence, where you will 
find an Extract of all that is valuable in the Books 
of the Ancient Rhetoricians. 


VII. Of POETRY, conſidered as an Art, 
I ſhall ſay nothing, there having been ſo many 
Excellent Writers who have treated of it under 
its ſeveral Species. I will only Point out to you 
ſome of the principal Poets of our own, and the 
FRENCH Nation, and leave you to fatisfy 
your Enquiry more at large from DRTDEN, 
BOSSU, DACIER, RAPIN, ROSCO A. 
MON, and POPE. 
O 2 THE 
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TH E firſt in Dignity among our POE Ts 
in the Epic Way is without diſpute MLT ON, 
but in reading Him, you mult give a more than 
ordinary Attention. The Height of the Sub- 
ject, the Variety of Learning that is interſperſed 
through the whole Work, the Obſoleteneſs of 
many of his Terms, and the Length of his Periods, 
will ſoon make him grow Tedious to an Indi- 
ligent Reader ; but the longer you Contemplate, 
the more you will Admire his Beauties. After 
you have carefully peruſed Him, and made your 
own Remarks, which always ſet down in Writ- 
ing, though you fling them away afterwards (for 
it will, ſhould it be of noother Advantage, teach 
you to expreſs your Thoughts clearly and perti- 
nently) Read what has been publiſhed by the 
Criticks, who have writ either in his Commenda- 
tion, or Cenſure. Thus you will have the Sa- 
tisfaction to find your Judgment in ſome places 
confirmed, in others informed, and many Hints 
ſtarted that may be of Uſe to you in Reading 
him again. But if you conſult his Critics, be- 
fore you have impartially conſidered your Author, 
you will run the Hazard of being Prejudiced 
or, however, will not be able to diſtinguiſh your 
own Obſervations from Thoſe of other People. 


SPEN 
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SPENSER and COW LEY are PoE Ts 
too of the Heroic Order; an Account of the 
Writings of the Laſt hath been given us with 
his Life, by the Incomparable Biſhop SP RAT. 


Tas FRENCH have nothing that ever I heard 
to be worth Reading in this Kind. | 


TRAGEDY may juſtly claim the next Ho- 
nour to the Epic 3 and the Greateſt Genius we 
have had in this Way was certainly S H 4 X E- 
SPEAR. But he is not without His Faults. He 
often quits the Buſtin to trip about in Panroffles. 
No Man could live in thoſe Days without his 
Quibble. STATESMEN and BiSHoes 
Punn'd for Preferment ; while the ROYAL 
EXAMPLE'led them into That Emulation 
It is not therefore ſurprizing that a Stage - Poet 
ſhould fall in with the- Humour of the Court. 
It is more to be wondered that he could Reach 
the admired Heights he did, and Where he will 
always reign unrival'd, than that he ſhould, in 
Complaiſance to the vicious Taſte of the Age, 
ſometimes Deſcend below himſelf. In raiſing 
Pity ( one of the great Ends of TRAGEDY) 
OTW AT has ſhewn more Skill than any of his 


Con- 
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Contemporaries. There is ſomewhat inexpreſ- 
fibly moving in the Suffering Parts of his Or- 
pban, and his VENICE Preſerved, And he 
hath that Characteriſtick, that O RACE 
thinks ſo neceſſary to a Tragic Poet who would 
ſucceed, that is, to ſeem ſincerely affected by 
thoſe Paſſions which he intended to excite in his 
AUDIENCE. There are ſome other late Au- 
thors, who are in every one's Hands, that enjoy 
a very juſt Reputation for this kind of Writing. 
Among the FRENCH, CORNEIJTLLE and 
RACINE have excelled. 


For COMEDY, BEN. FOHNSON, 
BEAUMONT and FLETCHER, are 
celebrated Names. But to confeſs the Truth to 
you, I have never read any of them fince I was 
able to judge of their Characters; ſo have only 
mentioned them in Paſſing. 


CONGREYE of all the Moderns, ſeems 
to me to have the righteſt Turn for COME Dy, 
In all his Plays there is a great deal of Lively 
and Uncommon Humour, and ſuch as yet, for the 
moſt part, is a Picture of true Life, Beſides, he 
hath raiſed the Vein of Ridicule, and made the 
STAGE, which had been too much proſtituted

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to the Mob, edifying to Perſons of the firſt Con- 
dition. And as his Fable is Diverting, ſo is it 


' wrought according to the ſfricteſt Rules. T- 


CHERLYT abounds in Wit and Satire, E-

is remarkable for the Purity of his Diction, and 
VANBRUG H's Dialogue is extremely Eaſy, 
and well- turn d. 


MOLIERE is acknowledged the greateſt 
Genius the FRENCH have ever had for C o- 
ME Dx. | 


FOR SATIRE, DRYDEN, Ro- 
CHESTER, and BOILEAU, have ex- 
celled all the Moderns. The Firſt of which 
Great Men diſtinguiſhed himſelf in almoſt 
every Kind of Pogsy, and, at the ſame 
Time, deſerves no leſs to be admired for the 
Correctneſs, and Harmony of his Pk OS E. But 
in his PoETICAL Works, as his Beauties are al- 
lowed by all to be very Great, ſo his Faults are 
confefled by the moſt Partial to his Fame to be 
very Numerots. 


UP oN the Subjects of LOVE and pA- 
NEGYRICK, Mr. WAL LER hath writ 
better 
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better than any Man. He hath at once a Fancy 
the moſt elevated, Sentiments the moſt delicate, 
and a Fudgmeut the moſt correct᷑ of all our Poets.

The CHARACTERS are Fine and Mafterly, the 
RAILLERY pleaſantly ſevere, the RELATIONS 
full of entertaining Variety, and the LANGUAGE 
hath rhe utmoſt Puriry. But it is rare to meet 
with a corre Copy. . 


THERE is no Sort of WR1T1ING in which 2

NT (whoſe ANS E Rs too have an equal Me- 
rit ) are writ in the molt natural, cafy, and un.

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aſfected Manner, and may ſerve for a Pattern of 
Juſt Writing to all who would ſucceed in the Fa- 
miliar May. Nor. muſt I paſs hy, on this Occa- 
ſion, my old Favourite, VO ITV R E, whoſe 
Manner, though it be very different from That 
of the Gentleman before -· mentioned, is no leſs 
Gallant.” He is, Town, the Au r uo in the 
World, who can always put me into good Hu- 
mour,. The inimitable Turns of his Wit, even 
upon the moſt barren Subjects; his Drall. Mirth, 
his Qrotations ſo happily applied, free from any 
of. that Pedantyy ſo offenſive in moſt others who 
mingle the learged LANGUAGE S with their 
own; his Skill in that hardeſt Part of Goo 
BREEDING, - Complimenting the LADIES 
(where he never runs into common. Place) and 
Flattering the G xs 4T (where he never deſcends 
to Servility or Meanneſe;) in ſhort, the Gene- 
roſity, as well as Gaiety of his Sou L, runs 
through all he writes, and makes one not only 
read him with Admiration, but Aection. I doubt 
not but the Laſt, and this Prefent : Age, hath 
produced many Perſons among our ſelves, whoſe 
Entertainments in this Kind, had they been made 
Publick, might have vied with the Beſt of thoſe 
of our Neighbour Nations. But whether it be from

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cernment for the t Management of i it. Some - 
times it hath happened, that a looſe Hint from 1 
FRIEND hath had a quicker Effe& upon the 
Mind, than the formal Precepts of more finiſhed 
\ Diſcourſes, which are often compoſed in Oftent a- 
tion rather of the WRITE R's Wir, than for the 
Benefit of the READER. But to proceed: 


THERE is certainly nothing that hangs ſo 
ſtrong a Biaſs upon our Inclinations, or Under- 
ſtandings, as CONVERSATION. The Thoughts 
of an AUTHOR many Times eſcape us in a 
tranſient Reading; and when we allow them a 
cloſer Attention, the Impreſſions they make ate 
Faint, in Compariſon of Thoſe that are accompa- 
nied with Action. The very Humours and Paj- 
ſions of the Perſons with whom we conſtantly 
aſſociate, mingle, as it were, with our Souls; 
and we ſlide inſenſibly into their Principles and 
Practices. 


I T hath been obſerved of ATTICUS, CL 
CERO, and HORTENSIUS, the Three 
Wiſeſt Men in their Time among the R OMANS, 
that the ſame Perſons, who were their Friends 
in their old Age, had been their Familiars in 
their Touth. The Habitudes we make at our

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firſt ſetting out, have, doubtleſs, a very great In- 
fluence on our future Journey. But how difficult 
is the Choice? How eaſy the Miſtake ? While 
PLEASURE, PREJUDICE, and F LATTERY 


all conſpire to Blind us. 


I. THE Purſuit of PLEASURE, during our 
Youth, doth very much pervert us in the Choice 
of our CoM PANIONS. Our Deſires are then 
the Strongeſt and moſt Violent; and we oppoſe, 
or run counter to every _ that ſeems to 
Paulk them. We wantonly refuſe as Flat and 
Taſteleſs, tho“ never ſo Sound and Nouriſhing, 
whatever doth not tickle our capricious Appetites. 
Thus the Ma N of Bus iN Ess ſhall paſs for a 
DurtLt PLoppinG FELLow, the Scho- 
LAR for a PE DaNT, and WHATEVE A carries 
a Face of Gravity or Sober Manners, become 
the Subject of our Scorn or Raillery, © 


II. PREJUDICE is very apt to infe& the 
Minds of Tung People, and miſlead them in the 
Judgment they form of Ochers. The Varmth 
of their CONSTITUTION s makes them Eager, 
and Want of EXPERIENCE makes them liable 
to Miſtakes ; while, having met with few Mif- | 


now to mortify the Pride of Heart that is 
2 natural 
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natural to Tut h, their Þiclinations or Auerſiont, 
though never ſo i,. founded, are not eaſily Re- 


moved. 


Bu T, Thirdly, What blinds young People the 
moſt is FLATTEkY. Beſides the Vanity that is 
common to all Man, and lays open even the moſt 
Diſcerning to Attempts of this Kind, the Frank- 
neſs and Good Nature, which are uſual among 
the younger Sort, render them leſs Suſpicious, 
and conſequently. more Unguarded, than Thoſe 
who haye lived longer i in the World, and known 
more of the Arcs of it. They therefore receive 
the Commendations of the Unskilful, and the Ca- 
reſſes of the Self-intereſied, without calling in 
Queſtion the Judgment of the ON E, or the 
Sincerity of the OH E K. 


TE Firſt Thing then I would recommend to 
You, is, always to carry this Refie&ion in your 
Mind, That THERE IS EVER SOMEWHAT 
LIKE PRIDE THAT ACCOMPANIES REAL 
MERIT. Men of That Character make but 
very ſlow Advances, and never purſue Strangers 
with Offers of Intimacy. When therefore you 
meet with any One, who opens his Cabinet to

clude, it contains nothing but Trifles. This is 
not, however, ſo eſtabliſhed a Maxim, but that 
we ſee ſometimes, tho' very rarely, in Exception 
to it, Two Perſons of good Underſtanding 
STRIKE OUT AFRIENDSHIP, as it were, 
at a Heat : Yet then this happens from ſome 
lucky Agreement of their Sentiments and Studies, 
or from ſome generous Overture of real Service, 
That ſufficiently diſtinguiſh it from the Ls 1 
oF FANCYy, or the ARTIFICE OF FALSE 
PROFESSORS. 


ANOTHER Conſidetation that ought to be 
of Weight with you, to direct you not only in 
the Choice of your COMPANIONS; but to 
qualify your ſelf for CoMPANy, is This, 
THAT NO CONVERSATION CAN LONG BE 
PLEASING, THAT IS NOT, IN SOME D- 
GREE, PROFITABLE. We may be Fond 
for a while of the Gay, the Giddy, and the Fro- 
lickſome ; but we ſhall find, in Time, that there 
muſt be a Sound Head, as well as a Chearful 
Heart, to make the Entertainment laſting, It is 
not a Man's Perſon, or Fortune, or ſome faſbion- 
able Impertinence in his Talk, (which with the 
unthinking paſſes for Vir) that will protect him

LET 8 in RELIGION never enter into 
your Choice of a COMPANION. The Marks 
of Right-and Wrong in Matters of Opinion are 
very uncertain, and can never be ſettled by Men 
equally Fallible. - I would therefore always pre. 
fer the Converſation of a HERETICK of good 
Senſe, to That of the moſt ORTHODOx 
Blockhead in CHRISTENDOM. 


-TxuTH is the Firſt Quality to be regarded in 
a Perſon with whom one Converſeth. Without 
That, WIr is often Pernicious, and PLAL 

SAN TRV is always Forced and Unnatural. 
- CONVERSATION is no doubt the beſt Re- 
former ef Manners. But in order to make it be 
ſerviceable to That End, we ſhould ſtudy the 
peculiar Vices and Infirmities of our own Natures. 
It is not enough we CONVERSE with only 
ſuch who are of a Yaluable, the Skill lies in 
chuſing ſuch as are of a Proper Character. If the 
Complexion of our TEMPER be Splenetick or 
Melancholy, we ſhould enliven it with the Mirth. 
ful and the Sprightly. If we are Apt to run in- 
to

to indecent Levities, we ſhould correct That Ir- 
regularity by aſſociating with the Grave. If 
we have a rougher Caſt of Mind, or are conſci- 
ous of any Thing ſhocking in our Humour or 
Addreſs, we ſhould wear off that Ruſt, and en- 
deavour to poliſh our ſelves, by frequenting the 
Company of ſuch, who are diſtinguiſhed for their 
Complaiſance and Good- Breeding. 


THAT Thing called Good-Breeding, is too 
much neglected among the Engliſh. Our Cou N- 
TRYMEN think it ſufficient if they are poſ- 
ſeſſed of the more ſolid Virtues, without the Or- 
naments of Life, But this is certainly a Mi- 
ſtate. Many an Affair has miſcarried by the 
negle& only of ſome ſmall Circumſtance or Ce- 
remony. In ſhort, the WO R L p is like other 
Miſtreſſes, and we muſt Dreſs at Her, if we ex- 
pect to Gain Her. 


- THERE is a bewitching Softneſs in ſome 
Men's Civility, that is ſtrangely Reconciling. It 
diſarms one's Caution at the firſt Encounter. And 
they may be ſaid to Look, rather than to Reaſon 
a Man into their Opinion. 


95 Forwardneſs 
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Forwardneſs in CONVERSATION, doth al- 
ways Diſguſt; but Aſſurance is Neceſſary : For 
Want of This it hath often been obſerved, that 
Four or Five Engliſhmen have met together, 
and not one of them hath dared to break the Ice 
in half an Hour. Beſides, the Sinews of REA- 
SON ſhrink, and Goo D-SE NSE looks out of 
Countenance, when delivered from the Mouth of 
a Baſoful Man. 


A Numerous Acquaintance is inconvenient, be- 
cauſe by that Means you may be drawn into En- 
gagements which you ſhall afterwards Repent, 
though not eaſily get clear of; (for nothing is ſo 
difficult, as to ſhake of a Fool, or a Knave, who 
hath once crept into ones Familiarity 3) nothing 
but downright declaring War, and that is not al- 
ways Expedient, can free you from the Incum- 
brance of ſuch 1ſeleſs or deſigning Allies ) and as 
a numerous Acquaintance is inconvenient, a nu- 
merous Company is Unedifying, It is a Kind of 
Chaos, and nothing Beautiful can ariſe from ſuch 
Jarring Elements. But a General Acquaintance 
is always improving, and a General Converſation 
diverting : For there we enjoy Variety without 
Hazard, or Confufion., To be linked in the 

So- 
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Society of ons particular Order of Men, muſt nar- 
rote Our VIEWS, and warp the UNDERSTAND= 
ING, This is very remarkable among the Sci 
dents of our UNIVERSITIES, and INNS OF COURT. 
THE ONE imagine REASON to have no Autho- 
rity, but in the Chair of ARISTOTLE, while 
the others think SHE is never ſo well employed, 
as when ſhe is Putting of Caſes. In like man- 
ner, tu be perpetually inſiſting upon the ſame 
Topic of Diſcourſe is tireſome to a liberal Mind, 
that is ſtill impatient after new Diſcoveries. We 
ſhould, in this, imitate the Prudence of thoſe 
Merchants, who having but a ſmall Stock of their 
own to ſet out with, make a Trading Voyage from 
Port to Port, and by exchanging the Commmodi- 
ties of one PROVINCE, or COUNTRY, for thoſe 
of Another, bring back at laſt vaſt Returns for 
THEMSELVES Thus we tog may make our Ad- 


vantage by converſing Promiſcuouſly, with Men 
of Ability in their ſeveral Profefrons, We ſhall 


learn from every one ſomewhat that is either 
Uſeful to our ſelves, or Acceptable to Others, 
If any Thing I have here ſuggeſted can be fo to 
You, I ſhall think the little Time I have be- 
ſtowed on Theſe Reflections very well ſpent.

Beſides,, he was at that Time HIMSELF 
of a very Advanced Age; Weak in his B o D Y, 
and Broken in his SPIRIT; Drawing towards 
the Cloudy EVENING of a LIFE, that had ſcarce 
the faint Glimmerings remaining of That Lus- 
TRE which made HIM fo Gazed at in bis Mg- 
RIDIAN, How fully now ought it to Convince 
US of the Vanity of all HUMAN PRETENTIONS, 
and of the little Reaſon we have to Pride OuR- 
SELVES in the Falſe Glitter, and Fading Orna- 
nements of FORTUNE, or the fort- lib d Perfe- 
ct ions of OUR NATURE, when we Reflect up- 
on the Example of This PERS ON, in whom 
were Beheld ſo many Cruel Reverſes of Born ! 
HE, who had been Indulged in the Sweets of 
PLENTY, even to Exceſs ; Who had wantonly 
Roved through all the inchanting Mazes of 
PLEASURE ; Who was Admired for his WIT; 
and Valued for his WORTH ; This MAN, alas! 
lived to ſee HIMSELF, in a ſhort time, Negle&ed 
by H1s FRIENDS, Forſaken by HIS RELA- 
TIONS, and, in the end, Condemned, by the 
Iniquity of his FATE, to Suffer under a Cloſe 
and Long IMPRISONMENT. And when, after

caying apace in his INTELLECTS. H E was fo 
.CONSCIOUS of this his Declining Condition, that 

upon PUBLISHING, Ten or Eleven Years before 
he-DYED, a Book. of VERSES to Which he

Under theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, Confined as they were, he took care 
to leſſen every Year, conſiderably, the DEBT 
he had Contracted. But ſeeing no likelihood 
that he ſhould be Able intirely to Diſcharge IT 
by what he might, with Convenience, ſpare out 
of his ANNUAL RENTS ; and not being allow- 
ed by his FATHER's WILL to raiſe any Money 
by MORTGAGE, or SALE of his Land, H E took 
a Me- 
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a'Method of doing it, that was in his brd, 
tho Few ſuſpected it to be in his Choice: E 
Thoſe Tears. © This was by making a ] O IN. 
T'URE: HE had often indeed told a GeNTLE-
